general levy, and the proposed bud- 
get i'or next year will make the 1926 
rate at 75 cents. The council 
will 


determine definitely the passage of 
the budget on September 7, at a S]>c- 
eial 'meeting, at wliich time remon- 
strances will be beard. 


Mayor Thomas read a 
prepared 


statement to the 
-council, 
recom- 


mending that the lax rate for next 
year J»e reduced. He pointed 
out 


thai the administration would finish 
the year with a surplus of 
$10,-000. 


to $12,0110. He pointed out that the 
fity now lias no 
borrowed 
money 


other than ils 'bonded indebtedness. 
He advised the council that it was 
his bejlef that the rate could be re- 
duced to 75 cents, if not 70 cents. 


"It is true that we have'a 
very 


low tax levy in this city in compar- 
ison with cities similarly situated in 
the 
state." 
his 
statement 
said. 


•'However low the lax may bo, if it 
can be further lowered and at the 


_ same time provide for the necessary 


functions of the «-ity government, it 
is a duty owing to tile 
taxpayers 


that this 'jje done." 


This year the lax 
levy raised

expenses, 


and next year (be expenses 
have 


been cut to an anticipated 
amount 


of $(iS,70S.fl]. Several departments 
were slashed in order to reilnre tile 
amount. The levy for'tliis year was 
pxvessivc, as » balance of from $10,- 
0(1(1 to $13,000 is expected, 
which 


•will assisi in brinsring about a 
re- 


duction in tlie levy for next year. 


The total expenses figured for next 


year arc $1)8.708.o'l and with a bal- 
ance figured from this year of $11,- 
5WI. it leaves only $57,208.01 to In- 
raised liy taxation next year.

Terrific Boiler Explosion on Macki- 


nac in Coddington Cove Injures

EXCURSIONISTS ON VESSEL 


Forty-four Victims are in Newport, 


A. I. Hospitals and Dead May 


Total Sixty 


Newport, R, I., Aug.

Once more, death has reached but 
and penned a tragic chapter in the 
history of excursion steamer diaas- 
ters. 


A terrific boiler explosion on the 


stea.inship Mackinac, near here last 
night, has left death, injury and de- 
struction in the wake of a party of 
seven hundred merry makers. -Thir- 
ty-four persons are known to 
be 


dead.« 
» 


According; to naval hospital 
of- 


ficials, the death toll> may reach six- 
ty- 


Forty-four -victims are 
at 
the 


Newport and naval hospitals 
here. 


Of these eleven are said to be 'dan- 
gerously injured. 


The Mackinac, -in charge of. Cap- 


tain George McYey, was homeward 
bound from an excursion to New- 
port when the disaster occurred last 
evening. She was steaming 
slowly 


through Coddington Cove, aibout' a 
mile from shore, which she had left 
about 15 minutes before. 


Merriment among the passengers 


was undiininished by the sight 
of 


the lights of the city which -presaged 
an end to the day'* outing. To many 
of men, women and children aboard, 
the excursion was an annual 
event 


and .they I were enjoying themselves, 
accordingly. 


Suddenly there was terrific roar. 


The vessel-seemed to'lift itself out 
of the water and rest, suspended 
for a moment' in mid-air. .Then it 
sank back, with a rolling movement 
that threw the passengers into pan- 
ic.

Many, -who only a few -moments 


before had ibeen singing and danc- 
ing, were struck down by the blast. 
They lay prostrate on the decks 
while panic ,~ stricken ; excursionists 
trampled over them in a stampede 
for theTife bumts. 


Blinded temporarily by the waves 


of -the steam that were loosened by 
the explosion,* frantic passengers, 
screaming and weeping^ battled with 
each other in -the semi-darkness, 
seeking their loved ones, .from whom 
they had become separated in the

The 
twenty-first annual 
Rush 


county chautauqua was not the last 
one held in Rushyille, as scores of 
Chautauquii patrons feared. ' 


The, Iboard of directors of the as- 


sociation decided Tdesda-y night that 
the chautauqua would be held as us- 
ual next :year, and that it could be 
made to pay expenses w-ith one hun- 
dred 'guarantors. 
• 
. 


Radical changes in the plan of 


conducting 
the 
annual 
assembly 


may be made next year, a number of 
which were discussed last night,' but- 
no definite course of action will be 
mapped out until the program com- 
mittee has had an • opportunity 
to 


confer with bureau managers 
re- 


garding talent for next season. 


ffhe directors were all agreed that 


there should be one hiuidred guar- 
antors, t which would give the ehau- 
tauqua a guarantee fund 'of $2,000 
and would practically pay for 
the 


programs. The gate receipts, it was 
estimated, based on this year's re- 
cords, would pay the local expenses. 


The number . of guarantors ' was 


reduced this year to seventy-six on 
the theory that- the tickets would be 
in great enough demand to be 
all 


taken and that those who did. not 
buy early would buy $2.50 tickets 
or pay single admission. The single 
admission .charge was also raised 
to 50 cents for each program. This 
is the first time in the history 
of 


:he I'ha-utanqua that the single ad- 
mission has been uniformly that high 
and that.the 
guarantors' 
tickets 


lave been restricted to such an ex- 
:cnt. 


The directors now have approxi- 


mately eighty guarantors for 
next 


year, among whom are twenty who 
were not guarantors this year. TJie 
board views this with 
encourage- 


ment and believes that the required 
twenty additional 
guarantors 
pan 


he obtained by solicitation. 


Many different plans of 
holding 


the chautaucjua were discussed' by 
the hoard, none of which was decid- 
ed upon until it is determined what 
sort of arrangements can he made 
in regard to talent. 


Some members of the board favor 


a transferable ticket at $2.00 and 
reduce the chautauqua to five days. 
Others favor reducing the chautau- 
<iua to five o^ six (laSte and contin- 
uing the tickets as nontransferable. 
The seuitment seems strong, for'clip- 
ping one or two days off- the pro- 
gram. Others want the chautauqua 
to begin on Monday and end on Fri- 
day, thus entirely eliminating 
the 


Sunday programs.

Some of the bureaus, the *• board 


has been informed, will 
guarantee 


the local chautauqua against loss, 
but in such case-would probably: dic- 
tate the;program and. the local pol- 
icies of the assembly.
